Vice 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
Assembly  Secretary,  who  shall  com- 
pose the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
be  elected  annually. 

.5.  The  annual  meeting  and  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  recognition  day, 
or  on  an  adjourned  meeting  day. 

6.  Special  meetings  to  be  called  by 
two  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

7.  The  property  of  this  Circle  shall 
be  entrusted  to  the  Trustees. 

8.  The  Trustees  shall  be  elected 
one  every  year,  after  tne  first  year, 
for  a  term  of  three  years. 

9.  These  rules  can  be  amended  at 
the  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  of 
those  present.
